This publication is a DVD version of a feature previously classified on DVD, 35mm film 
and video. The DVD was classified by the Office of Film and Literature Classification 
as "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons 
who have attained the age of 18 years" with the descriptive note "Contains violence, 
offensive language and drug use". This decision was registered on 13 March 2001 
(OFLC No.100184). The 35mm film was classified by the Chief Censor of Film as 
"Approved for exhibition only to persons 18 years of age and over" with the descriptive 
note "Contains violence and offensive language". This decision was registered on 12 
January 1984 (Chief Censor of Film Certificate No.0001950). The video version was 
classified by the Video Recordings Authority as "Indecent in the hands of persons 
under the age of 18 years" with the descriptive note "Contains violence". This was 
registered on 11 October 1988 (VRA No.060485).

On disc one is the main feature, and on disc two are the additional components. These 
include three featurettes about the making of the film, a look at the TV version of the 
film, bonus scenes, theatrical trailer, teaser trailer, and a featurette where hip hop 
musicians discuss the relevance of the film to them. The extra components do not 
provide any reason to alter the classification from that given to the DVD, 35mm film or 
video version.
